This factory ja 
supposed to be moved in its entirety to Russia in the near future, including 
equipment, engineering personne], and records, The firm gave its first 
completed model te the firm Metalgussgesellschaft Limited, 10 Gutenbergetrassa, 
Donlite-Ehrenberg, which did the casting and sent the finished model to Junkers, 
Dessau. A six-noter machine with the first V 224 moter wes flown to Russia 4n 
a teat flight on 10 October but the results have not yet been learned, Metali«~ 
gussgeselischaft 1a expected to produce the <«stings for 15 motors of the V-224 
type for Junkers, Desseu. At the monent, however, there are diffienltiss in the 
execution of this conmission, since the necessary materials are sadly lacking. 
About 1000 workere have been sent from Junkers, Dessau,to Russia. These include 
engineers and certain specialists whe have been entrusted with information on 
the V-224.
